The 1986 boys and girls relay teams continued mak- 
ing marks by winning titles and trophies this season. 

The boys’ team ranked 1st іп the state in the 1600 
meter relay and 3rd in the mile relay. Ronald Huggins, 
Anthony Garvin, Lewis Crawford, and Charles Wilson 
won the Millrose Games as Madison Square Gardens 
and also took 2nd in the State Relays.
